There are two supreme issues o£

I will take up these questions, one 


at a time, and show you the record 
this administration has made since 
the government was taken out of the 
hands of the reactionaries; and it is 
a wonderful record.

' Tariff Reform 


If you wonder how it was possible 
to bring ,about so many reforms in 
such a short time, just remember that 
the republicans had accomplished so 
little during the sixteen" years pre- 
ceding that the democrats found a 
large accumlation ofwork that should 
have been done before. In the first 
place, _as soon as the democratic 
party took possession of the govern- 
ment it reduced the tariff. 
We not 
only have the best law that we have 
had in fifty years; we not only have 
a law written from Ihe standpoint of 
the whole people, instead of from the 
standpoint of a few beneficiaries of 
the high tariff; but we have a tariff 
law that, ,by its success, has emanci- 
pated the nation out of the thralldom 
of fear and made it impossible for the 
republicans to carry an election again 
by the threat of a panic. For twenty 
years they have_ refused_to jdiscuss 
this 'question on itsTmerits; they have 
simply tried to frighten you by tell- 
ing you that, if you dared to make 
the beneficiaries of protection take 
their hands out of your pockets, you 
would-have a panic. When you re- 
call the history of the panics since 
1860, you wonder how a republican 
speaker could threaten a panic and 
how a^ republican voter could be 
frightened by the threat. We have 
only had three panics; fir-^his., counr 
try since the republican, party was- 
big enough to hring a panic. The 
panic of-'73 came, twelve years after 
the republicans-took control of the 
government and eleven years before 
a democratic president was elected 
M^-.iS.Si^-in -the -very jjenter of, a 
twenty-four year period of republican 
power. The democratic party can not 
be held responsible for that panic, 
and therefore that panic is never re- 
ferred 
to by republican 
speakers. 
That was the first. The last one 
came in 1907, eleven years after the 
republican party came into power in 
'96 and five years before the demo- 
crats came into power-in 1912. So 
there, two-thirds of the way through 
another republican period, tfame the 
last "panic. The democrati3 party can 
not be held responsible for that pan- 
ic, and therefore, republican speak- 
ers never referred to it. Republican 
speakers were so near-sighted that 
they could not see the first panic, 
and so far-sighted that they could 
not see the last-panic, but theiireyes 
were fixed, upon- the one between, the 
two. 
That was the- only one they 
could see. Why? Because the pan- 
ic of "93 was the only one of the 
three that came under a democratic 
president, and that panic was in such 
a hurry to come that it could not 
wait for a single law to be repealed. 
It came under republican laws. 


Those are the three panics within 
the last fifty years, two of them com- 
ing under republican presidents and 
the third one coming under republi- 
can laws. 
The democrats won in 
1912, and reduced the tariff, and 
there has been no panic. 
Even an 


unprecedented war in Europe has not 
shaken us.

each made application for the com- 
pensation 
due on account of his 


death, and at the hearing held by 
Hon. Jacob Snyder, the Referee for 
:his district at the First National 
Bank building in Bedford, he decid- 
ed that the mother was not entitled 
to the benefits of the law but that 
have I the wife was, and he awarded to Mrs.

Ramsey believes Paul 
bad. received hereditary property, thus 
making him a Roman citizen of rank, 
of learning and of standing finan- 
cially.

Sidon was about 70 


miles north of Caesarea on the coast 
of Palestine. Here Paul received lib- 
erty to go ashore and visit his Chris- 
tian friends. 
Myra is in Asia Minor. 


It requires 14 days to reach this point 
from Sidon, a distance of about 400 
miles. Here, instead of going up the 
Aegean sea route, often used in going 
to Rome, the centurion found a grain 
ship bound from Alexandria to Italy, 
and put his prisoners on board. Sep- 
tember 1 they started for Italy. The 
direct course would have been west- 
ward, but the wind was contrary, and 
the progress was slow.

.men (Gen. 18:22-33).

came to Paul, but Paul used it for the 
comfort and cheer of the whole ship's 
company (II Cor. 1-4). 
A modern Il- 


lustration of a similar experience was 
that of Mr. Moody and General How- 
ard; returning from Europe on the 
steamship Spree in 1892. 


General Howard relates that Mr. 


Moody did a great deal to cheer the 
passengers, by both his words and his 
actions, during those days of stress 
and storm. The darker and stormier 
the night, the more likely are the 
angels of God to appear if we are in- 
deed his (v. 23: Cf.

When Mr. Taft writes his 
recollections 
he will not put that 
down as a high compliment paid to 
him by the executive of another na- 
tion. The very fact that Mr. Huerta 
sent such a telegram to the President 
of this nation is an indication that 
we had an ambassador there whc 
ought never to have been appointed 
to such an 
office. Huerta would 
hardly have sent that telegram if he 
had not had some assurance that il 
would be cordially received at Wash- 
ington. 
Who was Huerta? H§ was head of 


the army under F*fi§ldefit Madero, 
and, while the trusted subordinate of 
the president, he turned traitor and, 
by an''act of high treason that would 
have justified his execution in any 
civilized country in the world, made 
a prisoner of his president. 
Then, 
while he was in his custody as pris- 
oner, Huerta either caused him. to be 
assassinated or permitted his assas- 
sination. Huerta then seized the gov- 
ernment, dissolved congress and pro- 
ceeded,to establish a despotism. And 
the President was asked to recognize 
this man as president of Mexico! Re- 
publican leaders insisted that he 
ought^o be recognized, and the first 
spee"cb7tMr. Hughes made bears no 
other interpretation so well as that 
he intended to say that Huerta ought 
to have been recognized. Since then 
he has explained that he did not 
mean to say whether he ought to be 
recognized or not. 
If he wants an 
issue, a sure enough one, just let 
him say that the President ought ;to 
have recognized Huerta! 
Why, my 
friends, if the President has only 
done one good thing in all his admin- 
istration, that one good thing was 
his refusal to give sanction to the 
claims of this man who secured his 
office by treason, if not by murder. 
Recognition would have set a prem- 
ium on assassination throughout La- 
tin America. 
Had Huerta secured 
the recognition" of President Wilson 
he could have gone into the markets 
of the world and borrowed the money 
necessary to equip an army with 
which to kill off anybody who wanted 
to improve conditions in Mexico. 


A vast majority of the American 
people approve of President Wilson's 
refusal to recognize Huerta as presi- 
dent of Mexico. 
Mr. Hughes says 
that the President interfered in the 
politics of Mexico, when he told Hue- 
rta that he could not run for presi- 
dent. 
That is not what the Presi- 


dent said.; what the President said 
was that it would not do him any 
good to run, because he would not 
be recognized as President, even if 
he did elect himself at a sham elec- 
tion controlled by his soldiers. What 
else could the President have said? 
If he could not recognize him when 
he seized the government, he could 
hardly recognize him as the result of 
an election such as he held 


While Mr., Hughes cl*arges 
the

itics of Mexico, he has never said a 
word about the republican ambassa- 
dor who permitted Huerta and Diaz 
to use the American embassy to form 
a conspiracy to overthrow a govern- 
ment to which our ambassador was 
accredited.

GAS STOVES 


little Talks on Health and Hygiene 


by Samuel G. Dixon, M. It. LL. D. 


Commissioner of Health. 


This is the season of the year when 
some heat at night and in the early 
mornings is particularly desirable. 


Many people instead of starting 


furnaces use gas stoves to take off 
the chill. Not infrequently because 
they are only expedients, they use 
rubber pipe connections and in the 
majority of cases the stoves are not 
connected with a flue. 


Such an arrangement is danger- 
ous in the extreme. 
Every year 


many deaths are reported as a re- 
sult of just such conditions. 
Coal 
gas or water gas contains a large per- 
centage of carbon monoxide and this 
having little or no perceptible odor 
rray be present without being notic- 
ed. 


One per cent of this gas will kill 
a horse in two minutes. There is no 
warning unfortunately, unless mater- 
ial having an odor is added to the 
gas, the victim becomes unconscious 
and unless aid arrives a fatal result 
iff-almost certain to follow. 


Do not use a gas stove without 
flue connections and proper ventila- 
tion. 
Temporary connections too 
flbould be avoided, they are subject 
to -Jjreaks .and often accidentally dis- 
connected. 


Gas water heaters are often install- 
ed In bath rooms without outside 
connections and then these are made 


use of to heat the room. 
Such ar- 


rangements are extremely hazardous

In declaring -at Philadelphia^: that 


if elected President, he would SSst tol 
erate "interference with 
American 
property, with American mails or 
with legitimate commercial inter 
course," Candidate Hughes intended 
one of two things. 
Either, for campaign purposes sole- 
ly, he was putting in a bold unblush- 
ing bid for the disloyal pro-German 
vote; or he was announcing a policy 
which, if applied.would involve grave 
danger of war with Great Britian and 
France.. This last is true because.in 
many cases without question the. so- 
called interferences have been within 
the legal rights of the Allies and in 
other cases within what are claimed 
to be their legal rights. For instance, 
mails to Great Britian when in Amer- 
ican custody, unless they be "official" 
and so stamped-with the seal of the 
British Government, are not British 
but American mails, arid American 
mails are not America-n mails when 
in the custody of another Power, 
whether that Power be belligerent or 
neutral. 
Certainly, in the ' present 
desperate crisis, the Allies would not 
abandon their rights in order to en- 
able Hughes to redeem his political 
promises to the disloyal vote within 
the United States. 


So it stands as to Hughes and the 


affairs of the Allies. As to Roosevelt 
and Germany, his Battle Creek speech 
frankly announced that'by seizing the 
interned German ships in American 
ports, he would have committed an 
act of war against Germany had, he 
been President. 
Hughes is running 


on a platform, substantially, of war 
with the Allies, and Roosevelt is run- 
ning Hughes on a platform, literally 
of war with Germany. 


Now as to Hughes and Roosevelt 
and domestic affairs, both want a "re- 
versal" of the Wilson policies. That 
means, primarily repeal of the Adam- 
son Eight-Hour Law. Here both are 
on a platform which practically de- 
clares an industrial war within the 
United States. 
Both also seem to

jugation in Mexico.

Another through Graceville in East j 
Providence from the pike on Mor- 
gart's forking at Raceville and going 
to Broad Top and Rayshill. 
Heavy 
grades would have to be avoided on 
these three proposals but these can 
be eliminated by a careful survey. 
Then there should be a state road 
leading from Everett to the Maryland 
line by way of Chaneysville. A state 
road should be constructed 
from 
Loysburg Gap to Cross Roads school 
house in Hopewell township and from 
Texas 'school house around by Salem- 
ville to Long's school house in Bloom* 
field. The state should supervise the 
maintenance of a road from Oster- 
burg or Imler to Pavia and to Lovely 
also from Schellsburg to New Buena 
Vista and West End. Dutch Corner 
in Bedford township needs an im- 
proved state road. These recommen- 
dations would serve people who held- 
om ever get to use a state road. 


If elected to the legislature I will 
push these recommendations and per- 
sistently urge the state to take over 
these stretches of roads. If we can 
accomplish this we will have a sys- 
tem of state roads in Bedford County 
which will accomodate nearly all its 
people.
